washed out large clothes basket 
full of clothes. They were caught 
in the back fenic 'I he family 
('scaped by the liardot. It uaslied 
iway a hen house with about 50 
!iens and large frying size chick- 
ens : also setting Imis. it washed 
ed awa} a buggy, fences, trees 
and everything in the way. 

The creek soon was ii]) to the 
back doi>r and coming down the 
pike. The creek went through 
Ifennan jackson's corn held, 
througli Liza Rowe's lied almost 
destroN ing the whol^ piece of 
corn. It tore away fences 
and all ; destroyed a lut ui sugar 
cane and corn for Mr. Dickson j 
and on through Mrs. W itt's took 
corn and tobacco. East Fork was 
a terror. It washed away a barn 
for C'lcorge Maverly, colored.

At the request of candidates 
and voters, we state briefly who 
can vote in the August Democra- 
tic primar}^ 

No Repubhcan can vote and no 
Democrat who did not support 
the whole ticket last Xovember 
can vote. The same qualifications 
as general election prevail other- 
v. ise ; one must be a reside;it of 
the state one ^ear, count^ six 
months, and precinct sixty flay. s, 
and be at last 21 years old at the 
time of vot iii<>-. 

'IMierc arc uoiiieii who arc well 
known democrats, of democratic 
families, who exjK'ct to affiliate 
with the demc)cratic party, but 
who failed to vote last fall — some 
for lack of means ((» cfct to tlic 
polls, absence from home, .sick- 
ness and other valid reasons. All' 
such known to he of democratic 
belief, are entitled to be voters in 
I he primary'. 

'I here an affidaA'it which any 
voter must sign stating that they 
"are- democrats and have the other 
lejj^al fiualifieations as stated liere 
tofore. Any otiicer or challenger 
has a right to contpel any voter 
to sign up before voting' if they 
doubt his qualification. 

No mixed tickets voted last f^l 
eiuiile a voter to participate itt 
either a democratic or republican 
primary. 

The law is very plain, short and 
.'-.imple. If you voted any ticket 
except strais^hi democratic la 
fall, you are inel^.il.le to vote in 
Aui/ii-t. If yon did not vote in 
Xovember for any good reason 
and if you are a democrat, yau 
are entitled to vote. 

No one can vote by mail in the 
August primary. AJjsent voters 
vote by mail only in Noveutbec 
tiectipns. 

There is a penalty for voting 
\-hen not entitled to: people not 
entitled to vote nuiit not vote 
in this primary
